REQUIRES ATTENTION. 


Some Facts Why More Men Should 


be Secured for Naval Service. 


Toe new battleships Alabama, Ken- 


tucky and Wisconsin will all be ready 
for service within the next two months, 
bub the navy department announces 
that it cannot pnt one of them in com- 
mission with a proper complement of 
officers, except by reducing in some 
particular our already meagre coast de 
feuces. 


The mero mention of this serious 


weakness in the naval system should be 
enough to insure prompt remedial leg 
isktion. Yet the matter has been urtred 
upon congress four times during the 
present session, but so fir without tho j 
least evidence that its importance is in 
the least appreciated by that body. 
It 


is trne that a clansa has been inserted 
into the pending naval appropriation 
bill providing that cadets may be gradu- 
ated from the Naval academy after a four 
years' course but this will not supply 
the deficiency by auy means. What is 
needed is not only a shorter course of 
training at Annapolis, but a considerable 
increase in the number of cadets. 
The 


president's recommendation that each 
senator be permitted to appoint a cadet 
offers tbe most practical solution of the 
problem that has thus far been pro- 
posed, and it is earnestly to be hoped 
that congress will not adjourn without 
adopting it. 


With the present limitation on the 


number of its students the Naval acad- 
emy cannot provide the needful relief 
in much, if any, less than fifteen yearn, 
It is evident, therefore, thai if the now 
u»vy is to have its proper complement 
of officers congras will have to enact 
legislation greatly enlarging the number 
of cadets at Annapolis. 
0Tn the line of tho navy there are at 
present at least 100 vioanciM. and to 
show how shortsighted has baen the 
policy of congress in dealing with this 
branch of the service it is said, on tbe 
authority of the Navigation Bnroan, 
that ths whuU uumbar ofiuTaJI officers

In a case iu the supreme court it w*s 


alleged that interlineations had been 
made in the papers after they were filed, 
and the papers •were submitted to expert 
chemists to decide whether the interlinea- 
tions had been made after the papers 
were filed or at the time the paper was 
draw n. The process followed by the 
chemists w.is simple, though tedious. 


Hypochloride of soda was the only 


chemical used by the expert, but the re- 
sult was the same as that arrived at by 
thp other experts. Tests were made on 
each line of the document. The "soda 
bleached the ink, and, as the writing in 
some parts was done many years ago, the 
first drop of soda was placed on a line 
whieh was not in controversy. The writ- 
ing slowly faded, and it was 51 seconds 
befote it was bleached. 


A diop on another interlineation faded 


the wilting in 49 seconds, on another in 
51 second-,, and the interlineations made 
when the paper was first written faded 
in about 50 seconds on an average. Sud- 
denly the ink of one of the interlineations 
faded in 15 seconds, and the conclusion 
was at once reached that it was fresher 
ink than the others, as the ink had not 
had time to thoroughly permeate the fiber 
of the paper. 


Several interlineations were found to 


fade in from 13 to 16 seconds, and these 
were marked as having: been made at a 
more recent date. 


After all interlineations had been so 


marked, the next step was to ascertain 
as nearly as possible at what dote the in- 
terlineations were made, and for this pur- 
pose many manusciipts in which similar 
ink was used on the same kind of paper 
were taken. The exact date of the writ- 
ing of each manuscript was known, and 
soda was dropped on each, beginning 
with the date of writing of the manu- 
script in controversy. The time necessary 
to fade the ink gradually decreased from 
52 nnd 50 seconds as the soda was drop- 
ped on the manuscripts of more recent 
yea is. 


When the fading took place in 20 sec- 


onds, manuscripts but a month apart in 
writing were used, and the fading in 14 
and 15 seconds was thus fixed iu a cer- 
tain month. The examining chemists 
knew nothing of the points in the contro- 
versy, and the report was made that cer- 
tain interlineations were probably made 
in the specified month. The attorneys in 
the case were amazed, as the month 
named was that in which they believed 
the more recent writing had been done.— 
Indianapolis Press.

He wrote 
home to little Benjamin's mother that 
they had "made her father's face"—by 
which, of course, he meant his own—"as 
well known as that of the nioon."

The recent performances of tho United 


States battleship Oregon and the gunboat 
Marietta in steaming from high up along 
the Xorth American Pacific coast around 
Cape Horn to tho West Indies have very 
properly challenged the admiration of the 
whole world. Until quite recently much 
more had beon heard of the failings of 
warships than of their good points, and 
one was almost tempted to believe that 
the average modern naval vessel vras so 
delicately constructed and so complex; a 
piece of machinery as to be scarcely fitted 
to withstand in due measure tho rough 
usages of war or the knocking about of a 
protracted sea voyage under the pressure 
of high speed aud %vith all Icinds of 
weather. 


When, several years ago, the United 


States cruiser Columbia crossed over from 
Southampton to Sandy Hook, at the en- 
trance to New York harbor, in a little less 
than seven days, racing 
successfully 


against one of the crack Atlantic liners, 
her performance stood unparalleled in na- 
val his'fiory. It bordered, in fact, on what 
had for long been considered tho impossi- 
ble. What the Oregon and tho Marietta 
have done, however, is a worthy counter- 
part of that earlier magnificent perform- 
ance and admirably demonstrates what 
may bo accomplished by good engineering 
even when subject to the exacting condi- 
tions of naval restrictions.—Cassier's 
Magazine.

Klectrlfled Stocking*. 


Robert Symmer, in 1739, described 


some 
most 
entertaining experiments, 


making use of the opposite electrifica- 
tions of superposed stockings of different 
materials or merely of different colors, 
tbe dye mutters in the latter case caus- 
ing differentiation. 


If in a dry atmosphere a silk stocking 


be drawn over tee teg and a woolen one 
pulled over it. the two will be found, up- 
on being removed, to be very powerfully 
electrified in opposite senses. If the four 
stockings of two such pairs be used and 
then suspended together, they will in- 
dulge in remarkable antics due to each 
of tbe silk tickings trying to attract 
both of the woolen ones, and vice versa, 
and. on the other hand, each of each kind 
repelling the other. 


The amount of electrical attraction and 


repulsion produced in this simple way in 
a dry atmosphere is remarkable. 
The 


experiment may also be performed with 
all silk stockings, one pair white and 
the other black.—Popular Science. 


Modem Warshipi. 


It is of historic interest that tbe modern 


ironclad, with its turrets and massive 
plates, had its root idea in the funious 
monitors first designed for the United 
States government 
by Ericsson, who 


sought to combine invulnerability with 
very heavy ordnance 
The earliest moni- 


tors had decks almost level with the wa- 
ter, revolving turrets and cannon that 
Virew round shot 150 pounds and upward 
in weight, but oven under favorable con- 
ditions they could fire only one round in 
three minutes, and, although that meas 
ure of offensive capacity was capable of 
destroying any other contemporary man 
of-war, it would be of no account at the 
present day. Ericsson, however, gave the 
cue to naval designers all over the world, 
and bis elementary principle has only been 
developed and modified during the years 
that have elapsed.—Invention.

An Amusing Document ou a. Theft 


From the Philosopher. 


Among old police papers in the Bastille 


a curious interesting document has been 
discovered. It contains detailed infor- 
mation about the wardrobe of Jean 
Jacques Rousseau in the year 1730. The 
manuscript is not signed, but is undoubt- 
edly in the handwriting of the philoso- 
pher himself. This entertaining "laundry 
list" has been reproduced in facsimile in 
the Kevue d'Histoire Litterairc de la 
France. It relates to a theft that was 
committed on Christmas evening. 1730, in 
Rousseau's dwelling. It touched him at 
a tender point—that is to say, the thief 
found a particular attraction in Rous- 
seau's linen, for which the latter, as ap- 
pears iu his "Confessions," had a special 
predilection. It was spread out on a ta- 
ble, fresh from the laundry, in a room 
where the thief'gained an entrance, and 
according to Ltou&scau's own account, 
there were missing "42 shirts of very fine

There are many uses to which an old 


cycle can be put. It is said that a thea- 
ter manager lias made rather an excellent 
chandelier out of his old wheel. He also 
uses an old tricycle for producing the ef- 
fect of wind, hail and railway trains. A 
navvy is said to have made a clock al- 
most all out of parts of an old machine. 
The bell strikes the hours, and a length 
of solid rubber tire holds the pendulum, 
which is a bicycle fork.

place a man has turned a discarded wheel 
into a kind of pump, and the tires do duty 
for the pipe hose. Another has made a 
treadle sewing machine out of his wheel. 
A grocer has turned part of a cycle into 
a coffee grinding machine, and a bell 
ringer, being: rather feeble in the arm, 
has an old cycle which be has raised and 
fixed in one position, and so by a pulley 
arrangement he can when gently pedalins 
ring the bell vigorously. Many folks use 
their old wheels for flower stands, and 
there is a man who is making Quite a de- 
cent living by turning old bicycles into 
conveyances on which washerwomen can 
t.ike home the weekly load. — Londoa 
Globe.

The Cr««nde« nnd Embroidery. 
The crnsndes had a marked effect ou 


the demsind for embroidery, as besides 
the decorntiou of their clonks and pouch- 
es the kings and their followers wanted 
gorgeously worked hangings for their 
tents and heraldic blazons for their ban- 
ners. The List were difficult of execu- 
tion. and new stitches were invented, and 
applique work wns introduced about this 
time. The Spaniards are said to have 
learned the use of spangles and other 
metal and head ornaments as applied to 
stuffs from the Saracens. Later precious 
stones and pearls were used, and in 1414 
Charles of Orleans spent about £40 for 
960 pearls -uhich were to be used in orna- 
menting a great coat on the sleeves of 
which weie embroidered the verses of a 
song beginning with "Madam, I am all 
joyous." The musical accompaniment of 
the words was also embroidered. — Specta- 
tor.
